presence of minor levels of Ag and Ag+Cu in modified 5083 aluminum alloys' (item 4 p 2-3). Additionally, applicant's 
representative and the examiner discussed potential ways to overcome the prior art rejection of Haszler of a close 
approximation of Mg, such as criticality of the instantly claimed range or evidence the prior art does not achieve a 
microstructure consistent with the instant invention .
